Nine Big Blocks 
Burned Out 


“Fireman Wade 
Througk Food - - 


Nine four-storey buildings in 
West Point were destroyed by a 
disastrous fire which breke out 
at the height of the storm this 
morning.. Though the exact 
number of -casualties ‘is ‘not 
‘cnown, it is believed the loss of 
lives is heavy. From 15 te 20 
bodies were picked up by mem- 


* bers of the Fire Brigade, but as 


they, were being piled up on the 


. cpoadway ready te be removed to 


the Public Mortuary, huge waves 
came along and washed them all 
into the sea. 


The premises involved were 131- 
139 Connaught Rond West, The 
Central Fire Station received the first 
call shortly before 4 a.m. and fire 
appliances were immediately rushed 
to the’ scene, under the supervision 
of Mr. J. C. Fitzlitnry, Acting 
Superintendent. 


The outbreak: started, it ig believed, 
at No. 131, the yround fluor of which 
was occupied byithe Tale Sang, rice- 
dealer. On the Jarrival of the fire 
engines, the blaze find already spread 
ta the adjoining two houses. The 
fire-fighters were rendered ‘helpless 
by the strong winds, but: eventually 
succeeded in bringing two ‘hoses into 
action. Unfortunately, by thls time, 
the other houses had also been 
ignited, while those where the out- 
break started were burning through. 
The ‘street was flooded and the 
handicap unde: which the members 
of the Fire Brigade had to work 
could be.gauged-by. the fact that the. 
water was at one time up to the 
waists of the men. 


BODIES WASHED AWAY 


Nevertheless, they succeeded in 
recovering a number of dead bodics, 
which, however, were washed to the 
sea. By 8 a.m. the fire was’ under 
control, but firemen were seen among: 
the smouldering embers. 


As the fire engines arrived, a 
woman with baby on-her back was 
scen to Jump from the top-storcy of 
one of the buildings. Both she ond 
the child wero. killed instantancously. 
Up to the time of golng to press, 
no other bodies, apart from those: 
already mentioned, had been re- 
covered, The number of survivors 
could not be ascertained owing to 
the fact that many of them had fied 
terror-stricken from the scene. 


The ground floors of the buildings 
in question were occupied mostly 
by rice-dealers, and there were also 
two garages.

Sergt. Scott, Sergt: Hayward ‘and Mr. Ellis—linked together by 
ropea,, ventured out in tho treacherous weather to rescue crews 
from scuppered ships, and to save little children who were stranded 


in huts along the Praya. 

Darkness added to the terror of the 
nieht and the tremendous dificuitics 
confronting the rescue party. Never~ 
theless they succeeded jn saving some 
70 lives, all of whom received treat- 
ment for various Injuries, none of 
them very serlous, in the Imports and 
Exports Department, 

Unhappily st was found Impossible 
to obtain enough dry clothes and 
severnl of the unfortunate men had 
to spend the garly hours-up to dawn 
in blankets. 5 

Onc of the most dramatle eplsodes 
occurred about half past five when 
one of the Talkoo tugs was sunk as 
she appronched the An Lee which had 
foundered on the Prayn. The rescue 
party rushed to the assistance of the 
crew ahd after a terrific battle with 
the elements managed to bring the 
ontire crew ashore. Only by tyin 
themselves fast with stout ropes could 


the rescuers successfully carry out 
thelr hazardous work. Here ‘aogaln, 
they were gravely hindered by the 
darkness and the enormous’ waves 
which every second poured over the 
men and flooded the Praya waist high. 

Making a further investigation of 
Connaught Road Central, tho rescue 

arty discovered several children 
n‘huts. Frightened and crying pite- 
ously, the kiddies were removed from 
their dangerous positions and placed 
in_safety. 

Meanwhile, os the night lengthened 
into dawn scenes of utter desolation 
and confusion became visible. Shops 
along the front were flooded to the 
depth of soveral feet, si, boards, 
broken glass, and debris thrown up 
by the angry harbour littered the

THE “HONGKONG ‘: TELEGRAPH. ‘THURSDAY, 


SCIENTISTS SA 
“WWE LONG FOR” 
COLD WEATHER” 


London, Aug. 7. 
MESSAGE that floated over the ether to Moscow 
yesterday has shattered one of mankind’ 8 oldest and. 
dearest illusions.. . 

For the past two weeks the radia messages sent out 
every day by the four Russian scientists who are spend- 
ing a year on a drifting ice-fluc near the North Pole have 
been confined to the briefest weather bulletins. 

Last night, however, Radio North Pole followed up 
the Weather Forecast with the First News, just like the 
B.B.C. And the first news from the North Pole was 
this: 

“The North Pole is facing a severe shortage 


of sriow. . All the snow has melted from our 
. camp, We have tiad to go out and search: for 
- fresh supplies.” 


Now, can you beat that?) What a Lobay-Cniy world 
we live in, to be sure! In England, snugly planted in the 
warm Temperate Zone, holiday crowds setting off for the 
seaside this week-end are longing for warm weather. And 
away up at'the very edge o’ beyond of the Arctic Zone, 


they are longing for cold weather,’ 


Sontethinie must have ul 
ie Pole since — 
Rianiaril Pholated the Red Flag 
‘and Stalin's portrait there. 

Where are snows of yester 
year? Have Trotskyist wreckers 
and saboteurs penetrated even 
into this farthest outpost of 
Stalin’s dominion? 

Or, ‘maybe, the North Pole is 
just showing its warm resent- 
ment at man’s invasion of its 
age-old solitude. 

A ROARING STREAM 

Whatever the reason, the fact 


_ is that it has been thawing at the 
Pole, and the scientists have 
watched the snow layer on their 
ice-floe melt away ‘until there 
was none left and they were com- 
pelled to organise a sledge ex- 
pedition and go out exploring for 
a supply of snow with which to 
cover their camp. 

Moreover, a roaring stream of 
water, six feet wide, now flows 
‘directly in front of the scientists’ 
domicile. 

The thaw began two’ weeks 
ago, . It created.a net work of 
criss-crossing streams, leav- 
ing the camp and supply de- 

* pots perched precariously on 
pedestals of. ice. 

The scientists have not been 
daunted by these strange hap- 
penings. They report that they 
are ‘taking advantage of the 
“flood” to test their ‘‘fleet,” con- 
sisting of canoes and an inflated 
rubber sail-boat which can carry 

- a ton of cargo. 

With the thaw the wind fell and 
the westward drift. of the ice-foe- 
stdpped. The wind-driven genera 
tor of Radio Norty Fole also stopped, 


and, anxious to conserve. the battery 
2 Acie: ” 
inessagey Tote minimum, 

In any case, an impenctrable fog 
has obscured the — sky,. preventing 
astronomical observations, so that the 
scientists would have very little to 
report. 

“We are bored," complains Papan- 
in, Ieuder of the’ party Ih big Jntest 
message, "The flood has slowed up 
our work. Yesterday we enjoyed 
() our first wet snowfall, We ‘are 
longing for cold weather." 

Already before the Russians an- 
nexed the Pole, learned people told 
us there was a warm current of oir 
over the polar regions, about two 
miles up. 

But nobody Hstened to them, and 
the world continued to shiver at the 
mention of the. North Pole, 

Now, howeVer—as we think of 
those four sweltering Russlang search- 
Ing for snow all round the Pole— 
we really must believe the learned 
people ut last.

Shipping Begins to Move 
On Limited Basis 


Merchant shipping in Shanghai {s 
beginning to creep out of ils shelter 
now that there have been — several 
days of comparative quiet along the 
Whangpoo River and near Woosung. 
Sailings und arrivals still have to be 
scheduled on a day to day basis owe 
ing to the uncertainty of the war 
situation, but it can no longer be said 
that merchant shipping here Is at a 
complete standstill. 

After being held up at Woosung 
for some time, the Hsin Peking came 
up the river and, after taking on 
board 1,200 refugee passengers, suiled 
again inthe evening for Ningpo. 
When she returns to Shanghai, the 
present arrangement Js to despatch 
her to Swatow with a heavy load of 
passengers, 


The Hunan, also of the China Na- 
vigation Company, has entered port 
and js scheduled to sail for Hong- 
kong and Canton, The Shengking is 
now to sail for Tsingtao, Weihalwel

The greatest dificulty:’ for the

AIRMAN’S INQUEST 


EVIDENCE OF FREQUENT 
DEFAULTS AT WORK 


Evidence that he was dissatisfied 
with his life {n the Royal Air Force 
and had considered several means of 
obtaining his discharge, was given 
at the renewed Inquest yesterdny on 
2nd ‘Class Alrcraftsman George 
Bernerd Chisholm-Ellams, 22, who 
was found hanging in a drying room 
at the Kal Tak RAF. Station on 
July 30. ‘i 

The inquest is being conducted by 
Mr, K. M, A. Barnett. before the 
following jurors: Messrs, B. C. Ran- 
dall (Foreman), W. L. Ramsey, Wong 
Yin-nin. 

Divisional Inspector F._T. J. Por- 
tallfon and Det.-Sergt. D. J. Mac- 
Pherson were present for the Pollce 
and Squadron Lender J. E. M. Mac- 
Cullam represented the RAF. 

' Sergt. T. G, Edwards, RA.F., gave 
evidence that he was Informed of the 
tragedy. 

In reply to questions, he said de- 
ceased had appeared to him to have 
a superiority complex and to “live on 
his wits." He had no particular 
{rlends because hardly anybody 
would have anything to do with him, 

Squadron Leader MacCullam: 
were you surprised at what happen- 
eda? 

Witness: Yes, I did not think he 
was that type. : 

What conclusion did you come to? 
—TI thought It was done more or less 
to create a sensation. 

You last saw him at 6 p.m. on the 
night he was found dead. Was your. 
conversation~.with him a_ pleasant 
onc?—No, f had to check him off for 
being improperly dressed on de- 
faulters’ parade. He was a de- 
faulter at the time owing to some 
minor offence, His punishment con- 
sisted of reporting periodically dur- 
ing the day at the Guard ‘Room. 

He had reason to think then that 
he would be put on a charge?—No, 
I merely warned him. 


! Had Some Debts 


Witness nodded. that the man ap- 
peared normal at.that Uime.* : 

In reply to questions by the Fore- 
man and the Police, witness said -he 
had not henrd Chisholm-Ellams men- 
tlon suicide. He wns aware that he 
hnd no few debts, but they did not 
seem to worry him. 

The Mpgistrate remarked that he 
had some bills before him. 

Cpl. W. Law sald Aircraftsman 
G. N. Cunningford told him in a very 
agitated manner that Chisholm- 
Ellams had-been found with a rope 
round his neck and he went to give 
‘assistance. 

Cunningford soid he was washing 
about 10.30 p.m. when isholm- 
Ellams passed him without a remark, 
Normally:he would have sald “Good- 
night.” Later, witness saw him iean- 
ing on.the balcony at the barrack 
Foon Dut nothing was said. Witness 
then heard a voice call for Aircrafts- 
man Lillie and witness woke u 
Lillie and told him he was wanted.

At that 
time he did not know what had 
happened and he could not explain 
why Law had given evidence to the 
contrary. 

Deecased was not populur with his 
mates, fi 

Alrcrafisman T. Lille said Cun- 
ningford awakened him and said 
something was wrong, but gave wit- 
ness the Impression that the Sergennt 
Major had met with an accident. He 
went to Investigate and saw that the 
body had already been found. 

Squadron Leader MacCullam: Did 
deceased ever speak to you of his 
Service career? 

Witness: Yes, I gathered from him 
that he thought he would have done 
better for himself as an officer. He 
sald his parents would. take him out 
if he could not get a commission. 

Frequently In Trouble 

Was he prepared to wager that he 
would be out before the end of the 
year?—Yes he offered to bet a pound, 

Was he in normal spirits a few 
hours before midnight?—Yes, he ask- 
ed me to cull him carly for de- 
faulters’ parade. 

Is it right to say that he was fre- 
quently in trouble with the authori- 
ties and that disciptino has had_to-be 
tightened up and other airmen have 
been affected beenuse of this?—¥es, 
he did not seem to care about us. 

* Witness said that he spoke to 
about 10.30 p.m, 
when he said he expected to be 
charged with insolence, He thought 
a sorlous view might be taken of-It 
nnd he might undergo detention, but 
he did not scem to be unduly worrled, 

Leading Aircraftsman .R. Holton 
sald he was a friend of Chisholm- 
Ellams, who .used to ask him about 
ways of getting out of Service. Wit- 
ness suggested he. might take a few 
weeks’ holiduy and go to the United 
States, but Chisholm-Ellams wanted 
to try some prescription which would 
render him unconscious in order that 
he might be court-martialled for nt- 
tempted sulcide, and discharged, 

Witness told’ him the names of 
varlous poisons, but did not offer to 
help him carry out his scheme and 
told him he was ao fvol. Chisholm- 
Ellams sald he thought the best way 
would be to cut off his left hand under 
the’electrie saw in the workshop. 

Fourth Dimension 

There was some talle of the fourth 
dimension a few days before the 
hanging. Chisholm-Elams asked him 
what was meant by this phrase, und, 
after witness had given his Idea that 
it meant time, he suggested: “I 
suppose it could not be n rope?" 
Witness osked him what he meant 
and ho sald: “Walt and see." 

In reply to guestons, witness. sald 
he did not believe that Chisholm- 
Ellams really meant to take his life. 
He wanted to make a “frame up.” 

Alreraftsman C, H. Stank sald 
witness was looking forward. to o 
celebration dinner which was to come 
off shortly. He had asked witness 
for a loan of 840, which was refused, 
the refusal belng taken In good part, 
Deceased was fond of telling tall 
stories. 

Flight-Sergt. C. Smajo sald .de~ 
ccased's work had been unsatisfac- 
tory. He seemed to ‘have: some 
technical ability’ but manoged to 
mess up even the most elementary 
job so that ‘witness was beginning to 
form the opinion that It wus o deli- 
berate intentlon to ahirk. He had 
asked witness for a loan of $60, which 
witness “took as a joke.” 
> ‘The hearing wes adjourned to th 
afternoon of September 7. -

Funds of registercd provident 
“soctetics, omitting ‘superannua- 
flon ond other trust funds 
which were not registered until

£254 millions in 1913 to

There was no- 
one else on board, Upon discover= 
ing that their goods had been stolen, 
they weighed anchor and sailed for 
Shaukiwan, On the way they met 
the No. 1 Police launch and made 
a’ report. Their boat was secured to 
the Police launch and they went to 
Kongmoon, When they reached 
Kongmoon, Lam Tal and Lam Wah 
went ashore with Sub-Inspector 
Oliver ond there arrested — first, 
second, third, fourth and fifth de: 
dants. Sixth defendant was liter 
arrested by Sergeant Kinnear, 


* Kong, In evidence, substantlated 
the outline and identified second and 
third defendants. The crew also 
corroborated and identified the re- 
maining defendants, 


The case was adjourned until Sep- 
tember 7 in order to call witnesses 
for third and sixth accused, = Mr. 
McCallum and Mr. BoteMio said they 
would reserve their defence.

—DR, TEMPLE 


TVISIONS in the Church 
were deplored by the Arch- 
bishop of York (Dr. Temple) 
recently at the opening: of the 
World Conference on Faith and 
Order, at St. Giles’, Edinburgh.
